Somr rery cogent article j on the benefits 
likely to accrue to the colony in genera], 
and more especially to the Hunter Hirer 
districts, fro.n making Newcastle a free 
port, have recently appeared in the Mail- 
tmd Mercury, and we uecd loudly aay, 
that we aerec in moat point* with uur 
provincial eon temporary.

hundred and fourteen thousand head of 
cattle, and live hundred and seventy -six 
thousand sheep; brsidta which, there are 
nearly as many more in New England, 
Darling Downs, and other districts and 
counties, which carry on the principal 
portion of their traffic with Sydney by the 
Hunter.

It is nbvious that ttie disastrous termr 
rutin n of 1.1 lis institution ii culculatcd lo 
damage the cause of joint-stack banking 
in a very great decree with the public j 
nurl although it by no meant fallow? (hat 
the carelessness, inattention, end want of 
judgment, which characterised it* direction, 
iihouli] be conintrju to all similar iustilu- 
lion", as some would insist, w* think it 
necessary to imprest npon those alio hare 
the guidance of thin great inter***, th* ab- 
solute necessity of exercising a far greater 
vigilance and control over the t no tactions 
into which they may enter, and the quxii 
ties or the officers whom they may engage, 
than they hare hitherto done, I&perieuee 
has proved, in too many falsi instances, that 
the caution, snpeniiion, and attention to 
little things which mark private banking, 
in contradistinction to joint-stock banking, 
hare proved an advantage to them almost 
ih> matsr mirtT which 
■ large body of shareholders afford* in 
pMnrving their customers safe from losses 
through failures i and it is likewise seen 
(bat fen men ire willing to bestow the 
eame attention npnn t joint stock bank in 
which they litre only * limited stake that 
they do upon their own business. 

In the first place, a great error was 
committed in al lowing (be public to 
believe that banking was a business capable 
of yielding larger profits than any other 
employment of capital. The contrary 
might be said of it with mote truth— 
namely, (hat is a business which, when 
conducted an a large scale, with a large 
cstablishmeut of working-men, and e: 
posed lo the competition of the Bank 
England, and other Heals, coadd tier 
yield the same amount of profit as two* ay 
invested in my of the ordinary nliamnlsi 
nf commerce and business, and worked by 
private individuals. Banking to ha teas, 
cannot, in the ordinary state 
yield mote profit* than I he 
which, as Mr- M'Cullocb baa pointed eat 
in Ilia CvMMcrciol Dioiionitry r do not 
exceed ,"• or 6 per cent., all 
deducted. This warning voice, however, 
was unheeded, and speculator's vied 
with each other in dividing profile twice 
as large as these, in many instances, 
out of the capital of the shareholders, 
In the second place, the diKCtion of 
joint- alack beaks it deficient in thai 
union, aecreay, tad canotntrstion of 
interest, which often guide private banks. 
The directors of a joint-stock bank are 
frequently engaged in the seme business 
as the bank' a chief customer* — frequently 
I hi v take accommodation themselves, or 
afford it to their own debtor* i so that a 
thousand mi tireless influences tn tt work to 
prevent them from telling all tbey know of 
the validity of a customer, or the propriety 
or impropriety of discount mg hit bills. 
If t bank has numerous branches, it la 
vale, to eipeci that any board nf director* 
will detole their lime to a critics] analysis 
of the monthly or weekly abstract* of 
business which may be sent to the head 
bank, or trace back through a aeries of 
(TtDMicliuiiB the vnrioa* usmes which may 
appear in their liability list. Bentwib, 
accommodation paper, discounts which 
have no bond fiite commercial basis— 
these must alt be narrowly watched. A 
spy -like knowledge of the credit and 
IniLi&iLctiow 
who may 

hank — and a lynx-eyed watchfulness, 
are absolute requisite* for success fol 
banking; j mid the directors of s joint-stock 
brink whu will give themselves the trouble 
In attend lu nil thia are not frequently 
met with. It it possible (hat after a few 
heavy bates they may, when it is too 
iale, feel anhnmed of their carelessness, 
get alnrmed at the moral responsibility 
incurred, and exhibit a great show of 
attention to the various titntactioa*— tor 
» time. But thia I'ucrity dot* not mend 
the matter. The directors, after all, are 
only a body of critic* sitting in judgment 
an past tr*u tactions.

of busineu," that in a country subject tike 
this to periodical tcarciiieii ui money, no 
profit can compensate for the risk attend- 
ing on • departure From so snlnlary a rule. 
It is not the business of bankers to lake 
upon themselves the hazards of (vide — 
especially with other people's moqey. All 
investment* of surplus money arising from 
capital or deposits in fixed securities, likp 
mines, collieries, railroads, hinds, or any

paratively until capiltl, by devoting an 
hour or two in each week to each institu- 
tion.

Winterer improve- 
ment can be afforded to our internal com- 
municalron* it so obviously desirable for 
the advantage of the community, that any 
outlay devoted to that object, ud contis- 
tent with Ihe means at command, must be 
highly benefit!*]. It it, therefore, much 
t o be regretted, that the (tat* of the finances 
does not afford any immediate prospect of 
out bring able to meet tbt withes of many 
district* deeply interested in this reapecl. 

I cannot refrain from bringing to your 
notice, at a subject worthy of considera- 
tion, the lUto of the prisons in sotm 
portions of the province. The Ptniten 
tiaiv at Kingston is an institution very 
creditable to the eatinlry; great coat ha* 
been incurred in the erection of prison* in 
other plteea, and some of the local autho- 
rities are niw laudably exerting themselves 
to provide suitable accommodations for 
prisoners i but in tome places there is 
great deficiency. The justice due ettn lo 
criminals requires thtt they should not be 
subjected to greater punishment than what 
is designed by their sentence, and that 
disease, or death, from foul sir and want 
of exercise, should not be superadded to 
imprisonment. It is likewise due to un- 
tried prisoners, who may be innocent, that 
they should not be confined in tbt time 
cell with convicted criminals. A clasaifi- 
cation and separation of the latter is alio 
requisite, Dawy and morality demand 
th* tune with regard to the sexes ; ind 
debtors and criminals ought not to be con- 
(inert together- It is df si table that inquiry 
should be made, in order to ascertain in 
whit ret pacts the prisons of the country 
may be defective in requisite uwommod*- 
i ion. and to remedy any material deficiency 
that nay exist. 

The estebliihment of * lunatic asylum 
iu Lower Canada it much required; those 
who ire visited with the affliction of mental 
aberration being now confined in (he com 
mon prison, or in iome of the religious tnd 
charitable institution! which do honour to 
that portion of (he province, Measures 
ere in progrei* for the permanent location 
of the asylum now existing under a tem- 
porary arrangement in Upper Canada, and 
for the completion of the arrangement! of 
thai institution. 

Gentlemen of (b* House of Assembly. 

The accounts for the past, aud estimates 
for the present year, will be laid before 
you. I am concerned to announc* to you 
that there i* a considerable decrease in the 
revenue, and I hop* that it proceed* from 
temporary causes, tnd that it will be fol- 
followed by ■ greater increase. The loan 
obtained in England, under the guarantee 
of the Imperial Government, baa been 
raised on advantageous term*. 

Th* set of th* Imperial Legi.latore 
prescribing a new tariff renders — nmj 
a corresponding alteration ia our Cut torn 
Ltwi, and this subject will be brought 
nnder your consideration. I hare no 
doubt of your readiness to provide for the 
exigencies of the public service, and, a* far 
a* that object can b* promoted by practi- 
cable and judicious economy, yon may rely 
on my co-operation. 

Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative 
Counea, and Gentlemen of tht House 
or Assembly, 

I will not detain yon longer from th* 
commencement of your ardnocJ duties. 
The welfare of Canada deptndi on the 
result of yonr deliberation! on the nu- 
merous end important qnettions which 
will come before yon, tnd thit great end 
will. I trust, be the sole object of your 
labours. It ia the anxious drvire of Her 
Majesty's Government, and will bo the 
constant aim of my endeavour*.
